REMARKS 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the courteous and 
helpful interview conducted July 20, 2010. In the interview 
claims 32 and 40 were discussed in view of the prior art, 
focusing especially on Champlin and Grenci . The Applicants 
pointed out that the prior art (Champlin) teaches to use 
different mechanisms, under separate regulation, for supplying 
heat and for generating a gas stream, and that the cited 
references do not suggest a device with a fan means as claimed. 
The Examiner tentatively agreed, and commented that the 
discussion at the bottom of page 14 of the July 9 response 
seemed persuasive, with the caveat that the arguments and art 
would require further consideration and a further search 
conducted. 

Reconsideration is requested.
